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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Engstrom fails to disclose 
"an input device serving as a control input unit to any one of another electronic equipment." (Page 13 of remarks) It is the Examiner's 
position that the contended element is not actually claimed in claim 1. In particular, claim 1 does not recite the input device controlling other 
equipment. Instead, Applicant claims "the input device is provided at an operation input unit . . ." Engstrom discloses a plurality of sensors 
disposed on and around the keypad of a cellular phone (see figures 1 and 2). As such, the sensors (input devices) are located at the 
operation input unit (keypad). Therefore, the applied prior art is sufficient to reject the claims as currently presented. 
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
